The  Vendor,  Mr.  W.  I.e  Dain.  who  remains  with  the  Company 
as  .Man-  rinff  Director,  bron^ht  over  from  Kntihind  a  rehahle 
foreman  and  a  few  blowers.  Tho  foreman  under  Mr.  Dain's 
siiy^ervision  had  the  furn.acc  built  and  adopted  the  type  now  and 
lor  many  years  in  use  in  England.  Delgium.  and  Germany,  and. 
lelying  upon  his  forty  or  so  years'  experience  in  the  glass  trade, 
naturally  was  very  much  astonished  when  they  failed  to  heat  the 
glass  in  the  furnace  u^  to  the  terrific  heat  re<|uired  for  glass  blow- 
ing. He  was  using  a  type  of  furnace  that  in  England  he  had 
worked  at  year  in  and  year  out  and  they  were  Jsing  the  best  coal, 
cosli  $8,00  a  ton.  The  reason  for  the  failure  was  the  difTerence 
in  th.  L-oal  such  as  used  in  England  and  it  took  several  weeks  of 
costly  experimenting  to  ti  'd  out  the  alterations  that  were  necessary 
to  suit  the  furnace  to  the  c  lal  of  British  Columbia.

Up  to  the  present  the  only  bottles  made  have  been  Flat  Quarts, 
Pints,  ll-.:f  Pints,  and  Quarter  Pints,  but  the  only  reason  for  this 
is  that  at  present  tho  equipment  only  includes  inonl.ls  for  these 
sizes,  and  within  a  few  weeks  of  starliiiB  a  large  supply  of  moulds 
will  be  reeoivcd  from  the  makers  of  jjlass  blowers'  moulds,  an. I  the 
moulds  will  be  .-onstanlly  added  to  in  number  so  that  in  a  short 
time  all  sizes  and  patterns  of  bottles  used  in  the  Trovinoe  will  be 
oblainable, 

Several  large  users  have  already  indicated  their  requirements, 
anil  the  directors  will  he  pleased  if  users  of  bottles  who  appreciate 
quiek  delivery  and  sure  delivery,  as  well  as  good  competitive  prices, 
will  send  .t  sample  of  the  bottles  they  use  and  the  quantity  they 
woul.l  he  willinK  to  contract  for  spread  over  twelve  months,  and 
as  soon  as  possible  a  quotation  will  be  sent  them.  And  not  only 
for  bottle-,  but  the  dirootors  will  l.o  glad  to  give  prices  for  jam 
ja'  s.  pickle  jars,  and  all  kinds  of  gl.iss  containers.

THE  EXPENSES  AND  INCOME 

The  question  of  expenses  is  largely  a  matter  in  a  Glass  F,ictory 
of  h,.w  many  shifts  can  be  employed,  as  ihc  workiuK  expenses  t,. 
a  large  extent,  are  the  same  if  there  is  one  or  three  shifts  of  Gl  ,-s 


Bfowcrs  working.  For  cxanipfc;  The  furnace  fakes  scvcrat  days 
before  it  is  ready,  and  it  is  necessary,  tlierefore.  to  have  it  stoked 
ni^ht  and  day  it  the  Gla^s  Blowers  are  or  are  not  working  all  the 
time.  Below  is  given  the  estimatetl  cxpeiidilnrc  for  one  month, 
hased  upon  actual  working  experience,  with  the  factory  working 
night  and  day  in  three  ^hifts  of  eight  hours  each.  The  profit  shown 
is  about  half  if  the  three  shifts  are  reduced  to  two.  and  the  profit 
sinks  afniosf  to  vanishing  pofnt  if  only  one  shift  fs  in  operation. 
It  is  proposed  to  start  with  two  shifts  of  eight  hours  each.  but. 
judging  from  the  cnqin'ri.  =  received,  only  a  very  short  lime  will 
elapse  before  it  is  possible  to  keep  going  full  time,  night  and  clay.

The 
bottles  produced  in  the  experimental  work  were  disposed  of  to 
various  firms  in  Victoria  and  Vancouver,  including  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company  of  both  Cities,  and  the  proceeds  from  such  sales 
deducted  from  the  expenses  of  the  experimental  work,  such  as 
Labor,  Glass  and  Material,  and  Fuel,  which  are  shown  in  the  above 
Summary  at  a  net  figure.  I  have  received  all  the  explanations  and 
information  I  have  required  in  the  audit  of  the  books  and  the  pro- 
duction of  the  above  Summary.

HISTORY  OF  GLASS  MAKING 

Tn  give  :i  brief  smnniary  of  the  history  of  rIh^s  making  will 
no  (l(.ul)l  he  intcro^liiiK  lit-rc,  and  allhoiigh  everybody  know^  tlial 
the  gi;t-'S  making  imhistry  is  a  very  ohl  one,  it  will  no  doubt  at  the 
same  time  remind  intending  investors  that  they  arc  not  cun^idering  . 
any  hoped-for  find,  such  as  a  gold  strike,  or  a  new  and  imperfect 
indu>tiy,  It  wowM,  perhap-.  be  more  correct  \o  say  that  glass  was 
discovered  than  that  it  was  invented,  for.  although  in  all  its  really 
valuable  form-,  are  the  result  of  man''-  genius,  it  is  pretty  sure  that 
the  lir>t  glass  was  made  l»y  volcanic  action,  probably  in  Assyria, 
and  that  man.  taking  the  raw  materials  as  they  were  found,  heated 
them  and  made  bottles  of  a  rude  pattern.  The  earliest  specimens 
of  glass  go  back  to  the  XVIII.  dynasty  of  the  Ugyptian  kings,  but 
references  have  been  f<nmd  in  manuscripts  dating  back  to  the  XI, 
dynasty.  In  the  British  Museum  a  vase  of  a  greenish  glass  may 
be  found  that  was  taken  from  the  Northwest  Palace  of  Nineveh  in 
-Assyria,  that  bears  the  date  7\l'Z  B.  C,  the  name  of  the  King  of 
Assyria,  Sargon,  and  the  inscription  of  a  Hon.  The  first  real  writer 
mentioning  the  gta>s  imhi-try  is  said  to  be  the  philosopher,  Pliny, 
who  lived  from  A.  D.  2:i  to  A.  D.  T'J.  Coming  to  sixteen  hundred 
years  later  on  wc  lind  that  in  England  alone  there  were  in  lOSfi 
39  bottle  manufacturer-,  3  hmking-glass  i.iauufacturers.  o  Crown 
glass  manufacturers,  l'->  window  glass  manufacturers,  and  '27  flint 
glass  and  other  sundry  manufactnrers.  whilst  in  1833  there  were 
105  in  England  and  10  each  in  Scothmd  and  Ireland. 

Whilst  it  is  intcroting  to  note  that  last  year  the  Canadian 
Glass  Manufacturers'  Amalgamation  declared  a  profit  of  $8.12.955. 
The  materials  from  which  glass  is  made  differ  considerably, 
but  in  all  cases  the  basis  is  sand.  For  a  best  quality  glass,  Hme- 
stone.  sulpliate,  and  carbonate  of  soda  is  added,  which,  for  cheaper 
glasses,  there  is  partly  substituted  common  salt,  felspar  granite. 
furnace  slag  and  other  such  materials, 

To  color  the  glass  all  sorts  of  chemicals  are  added.  Cobalt 
added  gives  a  Purple  Blue  color.  Manganese  gives  a  Violet.  Iron- 
Oxide  an  Olive  Green  or  Pale  Blue.  Lead  a  Pale  Yellow.  Charcual 
a  Deep  Yellow,  Copper  a  Peacock  Blue,  and  Gold  a  Rich  Red. 

In  conclusion:  The  Directors  wish  to  say  that  they  will  be 
iiappy  to  give  any  intending  Investor  every  possible  facility  for 
investigation,  and  strongly  recommend  the  Company  as  a  non- 
speculative,  more  than  safe,  and  high  interesting  paying  investment.
